NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—"The Grave- 


yard," as the foreign neighborhood 
on First avenue between 13th and 
14t,h streets, is known locally, gave 
up today a fresh crime rivalling in 
atrocity the mysterious butcheries oE 
last week. 
The latest discovered vic- 


tim was an S-year-old girl, and, like 
the two young womren murdered, her 
body had been mutilated when life 
was extinct. 


The • three murders are strikingly 


similar. 
Last Thursday -night a wo- 


man was strangled in a 22d street 
boarding house: the next morning the 
body of- a still unidentified woman 
who had been choked to death was 
found in an area-way in East 90th 
street.

Prltsti'jler Girl's Body Found. 


• Katie Pritschler, daughter of a res- 
taurant waiter, disappeared a week 
ago today and was killed that night. 
A ribbon placed abO,ut the throat and 
dra\vn so tightly that it cut the flesh, 
showed how she died. Her body was 
found today. 


If the brutality of the murders can 


be qualified, that of the Pritschler 
girl ranks first. 


"The Graveyard',' takes its namo 


from tlie proximity of'the. old 13th 
street cemetery, and the locality has 
been the sce.no..of several revolting 
raurders.

Moroccan Town Results in Eig-lit. 


Murders. 


FRANCE AND SPAIN AROUSED 


First aiiin Attacked Was Stoned by 


Fanatics and Then Hacked 


to Pieces. 


(Associated Press Special Cable) 
PARIS, Aug. 1.—Five Frenchmen, 


two Spaniards and one Italian were 
killed and their bones thrown into 
the sea-on Tuesday, by the Arabs of 
Casa; Blanca, Morocco, who objected 
to the harbor improvements there. 
The attack began by stoning a Euro- 
pean, who was then hacked to death. 


The foreigners of the place rushed 


to their residences. 
Seven were cut 


down as they ran. 
Since then many 


foreigners have escaped from 
the 


town, and refugees are arriving at 
Tangier with tales of the slaughter. . 


Arabs Attack Escort. 


M. d'Euville, tha French consul, 


demanded that the pasha provide an 
escort for the recovery of bodies. The 
pasha said at first that he'"had 
no 


cartridges, but upon further repre- 
sentation he finally supplied an es- 
cort. 
« 


When this .rescue party reached the 


scene of the attacks it was charged 


a number of Arab cavalrymen and 


forced to flight. 
In the meantime, 


.vhile the Jews and Europeans were 
taking refuge on board the German 
ship, the Moslems began to attack the 
aborers employed in the harbor. 


They fired upon the shore boats 


ind killed several men, whose bodies 
titer were burned. 
One workman, 


vho tried to swim off to the ship, was 
shot in the .water. 


Cruisers to the Scene. 


The French, cruiser Galilee is prob- 


ably at Casa Blanca now, having been 
ordered to demand that the place be 
kept in order. 
Another cruiser has ! 


been sent from the A.zores, and a 
Spanish cruiser has been ordered to 
the scene. It is believed the Algeciras 
agreement will be annulled. 


The Temps attributes the outbreak 


at Casa Blanca largely to a lack of 
decisive French action in Morocco. 
It calls .attention to the fact that the 
real assassins o£ Dr. Mauchamp, the 
Frenchman 
who was .killed 
in 
a 


Morocco city last March, have not 
been punished, and that the governor 
of that city has been neither impris- 
oned nor discharged. 
It contrasts 


this course of action with Germany's 
vengeance in 1895, "when-'a German 
subject was killed, and insists that, 
energetic action is a national duty as 
well as a duty to the .powers.

•In the corpus requiring the release of 
the 
prisoners. 
State officials declined to 


recognize these writs, or to bow to 


$12 a ton, as against $16 to $17.50,

Several sections of land have been 


taken up west of town in claims of 40 
acres, and hundreds of people were 
scattered over Peavine district yes- 
terday looking for vacant spaces to 
put down their posts with location no- 
tices on oil land. 


During the week the oil excitement 


has grown to such proportions that 
everyone who has been able to get out 
there has stuck a post with a notice 
in the ground, until now the district 
closely resembles a porcupine. 


OH Locations 


As the law gives the locator 60 days 


in which to file his notice, very few in 
proportion have as yet been recorded, 
But the county recorder expects to be 
swamped shortly with them. From a 
prospector who came in yesterday after 
spending several days in the district, it 
was 
learned 
that 
during the week 


hundreds of claims had been taken up. 


Many persons go out who have not 


the slightest idea about oil indications 
or general formation 
but they are 


anxious to get in 'on the ground floor 
and they stake out claims wherever 
they can find ground that is' not al- 
ready taken up. They depend upon a 
gusher -being struck by the company 
that yesterday began boring, and many 
have no intention of doing any w'ork 
Dn their claims. 
Having 60 days in 


ivhich to do the assessment work pre- 
scribed by law, they rely upon oil being 
found long before the expiration of 
that time, and anticipate selling their 
claims in' the rush that is bound to 
ensue, whether there is oil on their 
ground or not. 
^ 


That is the way a great number of 


people netted a tidy sum at the time of 
the Beaumont, Texas, oil boom, and 
some of the oil experts on the ground 
here predict that 
Reno will exper- 


ience in a very short time an excite- 
ment that will closely rival' that fam- 
ous period. 


Optimistic Oil Men 


It is a significant fac- in connection 


with the oil discoveries ju the immed- 
iate vicinity of Reno mat the opti- 
mistic and most confident people are 
those who have had wide experience 
in the business, both in locating and 
developing. 
Their assurance is not to 


be shaken by the few skeptics who 
walk around looking dubious and try 
to discourage the busy ones with 
knocks. 


Ovejr $20,000 have already'been spent 


by one firm, before beginning to drill. 
Other groups of men are preparing to 
drill, and the indications are that 
within a very short time the Peavine 
district will present a scene of activity 
never before witnessed in the vicinity ] 
of Reno. 


The locations now being made are 


spreading over a district considerably 
north of the original locations in the 
neighborhood oj_ the Mayberry ranch, 
running in that direction perhaps a 
little over -three miles and then curv- 
ing easterly. As the surface. indica- 
tions 
are 
strong 
throughout 
this 


stretch of country,- the late locators 
are just as sanguine of the value of 
their claims as are those who got there 
early and were, able to get stakes 
down close to ^the first locations made. 


Drilling Begins .

hopes to be down 100 feet, when the 
casings will be put in place and drill- 
Ing with the bits started.

Business is getting'down on.a more

The Scoville Manufacturing Com- 


pany, of Waterbury. Cann. one of the 
largest consumers of copper In the 
United States, is in the market for 
copper which it is ordering with in- 
structions to make deliveries as quick- 
ly as possible, in some cases within a 
fortnight.

The price,which the company is pay- 


Ing on its present orders is 22 -cents 
a. pound for the Lake "brand. Pur- 
chasers of copper Icy the Scoville com- 
pany have been from among the small 
producers, who "sell direct toithe trade, 
one purchase of 100,009 pounds being 
made from a Lake Superior mining 
company producing abput

Roy Ridge returned from Gold- 


field Monday morning with a large 
sack of.high-grade horn silver speci- 
mens from 
the Nevada Klondyke 


Mines Company property, which is 
situated at'Klondyke, about half way 
between Tanopa,h and Goldfield. 


Mr. Ridge recentljV negotiated a 


deal with his former partner, TJri B. 
Curtis, by which he .has secured con- 
trol of this company stock, and plans 
are now under way for equipping the 
property with machinery and doing 
big development work. 


The Nevada Klondyke Minis Com- 


pany has quite a unique history, in- 
asmuch as it has been a producer of 
high-grade placer gold as well as ex- 
tremely 'high-grade silver ore. . In 
1S97 some $10,000 in placer gold was 
extracted from one of the. -gulolies 
contained in this property, and it 
was subsequent!;.- worked at a profit. 
Prior to the discovery of Tonopah
